Govern, Thirty orforty other buildings are 
completely surrounded by water to the extent 
of seven or eight feet, and most of them have 
been abandoned. The St. Pau & Duluth 
Railroad at Fond du Lac is under four feet of. 
water and the depots and other buildings have 
been abandoned and are likely to be carried 
8 at any time. The yards ot the 
O. N. Nelson Lumber Co, at Cloquet 
are under water to the depth of ten 
feetand temporary booms have been con- 
structed to keep the lumber from floating off. 
Communication between the main land and 
the inundated island is maintained by boats, 
but is becoming dangerous, At the falls near 
* ne the scene is one of magnificent beauty. 
In twenty years so great a volume of water 
has not been known, and as it washes down 
over the rocks in, great waves of foam it 
formsa picture not to be forgotten. Great 
trees are thrown into the airand torn into 
shreds. No liivea have been lost as yet, but 
doubtless soon will be.

The Biggest Crowd of the Trial Listens to 
the Closing Arguments To-Day—D. . 
Dyer Justifies Mr. Glover’s Attacks and

The attorneys and other spectators who have 
been thronging Judge Valliant’s court-room 
where the Lancaster-Glover $150,000 damage 
suit is being tried, assembled this morning 
with the expectation that the trial would be 
concluded to-day. Asighof disappointment 
went up when Mr. Martin, who 
had been talking several hours yesterday, 
resumed his address, and as the speechj pro 
ceeded the audience visibly thinned. The at- 
torney continued his exhaustive review of the 
evidence in the case, and the jury politely 
tried not to look bored. After two hours of 
rather prosy and monotonous talk, Mr. Martin 
sat down and was succeeded by D. P. Dyer for 
the defense. The people who had left the 
court-room returned, while the faithful who 
had stuck it out looked relieved, 

MR. DYER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Dyer prefaced his remarks by a tribute to 
the sanctity of the law,of the sacred character 
of a court of justice, which, next toa church, he 
held more in reverence than any other edifice 
where men assembied. Then continuing, 
I certain operations ot politicians 
have been exposed to von,“ he said, 
ot methods illustrating the political abyss on 
on which St. Louis stands, this trial has surely 
not been invain. We stand here aghast,I hope, 
at certain disclosures that have been made in 
this case. When you see a mob of men de- 
stroying property and riot is running wild how 
quick are we to protest, to seek the courts 
of law. And yet, gentlemen, how 


can we stand and see the very tribunal of jus- 
tice itself dragged in the mire of ward politics 
without shuddering—without trusting that the 
day may come when political bosses will be 
driven through the street and fogged on their 
naked backs. And I would smite the Repub- 
lican boss before the Democratic, because he 
ought to know better. [Laughter].

Life and Personal Traits of Frederick III 
His Fatal Malady. 


reign of Frederick III. of Prussia 
(Frederick I. of Germany) began on 
Friday, March 9, of the present year. 

His father, the first Emperor of Germany, 
fed on the morning of that day. Before 
death the Emperor authorized his 
grandson, the Present Crown Prince, 
to sign state papers until the 
arrival of the new Emperor, who was then at 
Ban Remo, midway between Genoa and the

He did this probably to soothe the fears of 
the Prince Consort, who delighted in philos- 
ophying, and had written to his daughter: 

Just because they were so enchanted and enthusi- 
astic at first, the public will pass over to the sharpest 
criticism and anatomical dissection. 

It must be allowed that this philosophical 
remark bore much truth in it, for Victoria 
never became very popular with the Prussian 
—— Her influence on her husband, 
however, has been remarkable. To her must 
belong the credit of making him what he has 
long been, a model husband and father, 
which was not always the case with the 
Hohenzollerns. Soon after the marriage, it 
will be remembered that 

F THE PRINCESS RAN AWAY 


from Berlin on discovering some rich present 


that she had seen in her husband's secretaire 
and which she had imagined was intended 
for herself as a birthday gift, worn by one 
of the fair ladies of the court. She got 
so far as Cologne, en route to England, be- 
fore her flight was discovered, and there a 
telegram from the King ordered her to return 
at once to Berlin. She had reluctantly to obey 
the royal command. Whenshe returned she 
was kindly received by the Empress Augusta, 
who is said to have made the remark: 

My dear, you should not have married a 
manag peters if you had expected other- 
wise. 

Victoria set to work earnestly to wina firm 
hold upon her husband’s affection and es- 
teem, and she succeeded in making him what 
he was—the noblest, gentlest and most moral 
of the Hohenzollerns. Six of their children are 
in life, and two are dead. Prince Wilhelm 
was born January 27, 1859; Princess Ohar- 
lotte was born July 2%, 1860; Prince Heinrich 
(the future Admiral of the German navy), 
August 24, 1862; Princess Victoria, April 12, 
1866; Prlucess Sophie, June 14, 1870; Princess 
Margherita, April 22, 1872. Prince Waldemar, 
who was born February 10, 1868, died in 1878, 
and Prince Sigismund died two years before. 
On the 2th of January, 1883, the pair cele- 
brated their silver wedding in Berlin amid 
great festivities. 

PRINCE WALDEMAR. 

One of the greatest sorrows of Frederick’s 
life was the death, in 1879, of Prince Walde- 
mar, (born 10th February, 1868), therefore 10 
years old. He was greatly beloved by him 
and the Crown Princess, taking the place in 
their hearts of Prince Sigismund who had 
been called away dg ig before. He was 
also a favorite of the Kaiser. On March 22 he 
had visited his imperial grandfather to con- 
gratulate himupon his birthday. Two days 
afterward he was suddenly attacked by in- 
flam mation of the throat, with 
signe of diptheria; on the 27th 
the young Prince died. Victoria was long 
inconsolable, and Frederick himself was 
almost heart-broken, for he was fond of his 
children, and Prince Waldemar had especially 
grown around his heart. The burial ceremo- 
nies in Potsdam were very touching. After 
the service the father went to the little coftin, 
knelt down beside it and prayed for a long 
time in silence. Then he kissed the burial- 
pall and started to leave, but he could not go 
wey from the spot. Heturned to give one 
last look. Then gathering himself together he 

assed out with firm tread, the tears coursing 

own his cheeks. Flowers were then placed 
upon the coffin, and then the imperial and 
princely mourners passed out. 

A short time afterward, however, he again 
entered the silent church. Thie time he held 
by the hand the mother and both together 
knelt at the side of the coffin, and they 
waited until they had seen it placed beside 
that of Prince Sigismund. In response to an 
address of condolence sent by the municipal 
autherities of Berlin he wrote: 

„God's hand has stricken us sorely, and 
death took from us the youngest of our sons. 
His pure and strong nature rejoiced us eve 
day. In him there seemed to be united al 
those tulents that gave us the right to cher- 
ish the brighest hopes for him in the future.’’ 


HIS WAR RECORD. 

Frederick took part in three great wars—the 
Danish, Austrian and French. Inthe former 
he was only aspectator, attached to the head- 
quarters of Marshal Wrangell. His first lead- 
ership was given to himin the Austrian cam- 
paign. In that war the main thing to do was 
to prevent the forces of South Germany join- 
ing with those ot Austria that had been gath- 
ered in Bohemia. King William led three sep- 
arate armies, the first called the Army of Bo- 
hemia, 100,000 men, under Prince. Frederick

Army of the Elbe, 40,000 
men, commanded by Herwarth von Bitten- 
feld; Moltke's plan was March separately;

With her children she was that day 
undoubtedly the proudest and —— Wo- 
man in Berlin. And she has many of them. 

To this large family the Empress has ever 
devoted her greatest care. The nursery was 
her realm, and she superintended everything 
belonging to it, assisted always by her hus- 
band. The course of training for the chil- 
dren was strict and even severe.

A DEMOCKATIC EMPEROR. 

To get precise details of the rupture 
between FREDERICK and his Prussian 
ministers is as impossible as to learn the 
precise nature of the hopeless ailment of 
which he is dying. But it seems to be 
pretty well established that the brief 
reign of this dying Emperor will be long 
enough to reflect on Germany the credit 
of having produced one hereditary mon- 
arch, born in the purple and bred to a life 
of war and military rule, yet cherishing a 
share of THOMAS JEFFERSON’S reverence 
for democracy and faith in the capacity 
of his people for self-government. 

The Prussian Landtag, chosen for three 
years by electors who are themselves 
delegated to represent a restricted suf- 
frage, was much farther removed from 
the direct influence of the people than the 
imperial Reichstag is.

out the plans which made the opening concert 
the brilliant success it was. More than this, 

under the baton of a St. Louisan 1,700 voices of 
St. Louisans rolled out in a superb, tone-vol- 
ume the welcoming chorus. 

It was a magnificent climax, full of 
the inspiration of mass and power from 
every standpoint, whether of numbers or of 
music. The sight was one to be remembered 
when Director Egmont Froehlich, greeted 
with cheers, mounted his platform and stood 
before his laurel-crowned desk with uplifted 
baton. He was the center ofathrong of 12,- 
000 persons, the spring of their inspiration 
and enthusiasm. From the plane of the mu- 
sicians’ platform, with 125 men, rose two 
mighty crests of humanity. Onone side the 
varied masses ofthe audience moved as by 
one impulse toward the stage,and on the other 
—what? 

Can words describe that superb sweep of 
white, with here and there a delicate blue 
shade, dotted with brown, black and gold 
and with its somber center which stretched 
back and around, framing its dazzling purity 
with a dark outline. 

It was a field of daisies, sprinkled with 
blue bells, wind-blown and  0»butterfly- 


kissed, the moving fans and swaying 
heads giving the impression of flitting wings 
and rustling breezes.

SEATING THE AUDIENCE, 


Confasion Incident to the First Night—The 
Entrances and the Temperature. 


There was some confusion incident to the 
opening of the hall and seating the great mass 
of ticket-holders. There were two entrances 
provided forthe spectators. The entrance to 
the east nave of the Exposition, on Olive 
street near Thirteenth, was used for gallery 


ticket-holders. Persons with noses pointed 
toward parquette and box seats entered south 
of the Entertainment Hall entrance on Four- 
teenth street, opposite Lucas place. There 
was an ample detail of police in and out of 
the house, but the ticket takers and ushers 
were new to their work, and the major portion 
of the audience arrived at the hall 
at a few minutes before 8 o' clock. 
Admitting and seating the vast mass 
of humanity would be a difficult 
task to a perfectly trained corps, and necessa- 
rily some confusion arose Owing to lack of ex 
perience. The work will be performed more 
speedily and perfectly to-night without a 
doubt. The members of the chorus entered 
on Thirteenth street near Locust street. They 
were very easily taken care of, as most of 
them knew the location of their seats. The 
entire chorus was ready for work at 7:45 
o’clock. The spectators arrived up to 9 
o’ciock, 

When the audience was once seated it re- 
mained so throughout the evening, with the 
exception of portions seated near the main 
entrance of the parquette. There was motion 
about the entrance at all times during 
the evening, some one going out 
or coming in at every moment, 
For some reason the ventilation was 
most imperfect at that point. No air from the 
street came up the stairsand the ventilating 
fan seemed to have no effect there. Down in 
the body of the house the air was warm, but 

ure, and it was kept so by means of the huge 
an in the basement. This tan has been used 
as a dlast for the Music Hall. Last 
night its revolutions were reversed 
causing it to exhaust the air from the great 
Saengerfest hall at a speed of 250,000 cubic feet 
per minute.

HECKER CRIPPLED. | 


THE LOUISVILLE’S BIG PITCHER WILL 
LEAVE FOR HOME TO-NIGHT, 


And Put Himself Under Medical Care at 
Once—The Extent of the Injury Unknown 
~The Get of Green Mountain Maid— 
Sporting Matters—Base Ball Chat. 


Guy Hecker, pitcher of the Louisville Base 
Ball Club, who was seriously injured in the 
ninth inning of yesterday’s game at Sports- 
man’s Park, will leave for home this evening 
and will put himself under the care of a Louls- 
ville surgeon at once. The accident, for acci- 
cident it was, came aboutin this way: 

Hecker was endeavoring to score and in 
doing this he ran towards the home plate 
which he tried to touch by sliding desperately 
head first. Milligan the catcher, had mean- 


while jumped into the air to catch the ball 
which had been fielded in, and when he de- 
scended the spike on his shoe struck the 
pitcher’s left hand between the inde d the 
middie fingers and tore its way backwards. 
The gash was ugly and deep and the blood 
spurted from the wound. The cut was stitched 
and Hecker in a fainting condition was taken 
to the hotel in a carriage. 

When he was seen there this morning he was 
playing billiards with his right hand, and the 
njured member was bandaged and suspended 
in a handkerchief. The pain had disappeared, 
but Hecker said that it was impossible to tell 
how inconvenient the injury would prove un- 
til then had been a thorough examina- 
tion. He did not know whether 
the tendon controlling the index finger 
had been severed or not, butas the spike on 
Milligan’s shoe had plowed ite way through 
it he had no doubt it was injured to a 
considerable extent at least. 

The loss of Hecker’s services for a month or 
six weeks will doubtless hurt the Louisville’s 
strength, if indeed sucha thing be possible.
